anything like quiet could be brought
out of the disorder. Then District At-
torney Barnes arose and asked that a
day be set upon which the sentence of
death should be paseed vpon the pris-
oner. Judge Murphy said that sen-
tence wounld be passed mnext Friday,
npon which day he would also set the
|day for the trial of Durrant on the
| charge of murdering Minnie Williams.

During the tumult which followed the
annonncement of the verdiet, Durrant
and his mother were loet sight of, ex-
‘cept by the few who eat near them. As
the last words of the verdict were
uttered, Duorrant made a spasmodic
effort to arise to his feet, but before he
conld do =o, his mother, with a half
| gigh, hall moan, threw her arns aronnd
! his neck and sank back into her chair.

HOLMES FOUND GUILTY

He Was Convieted of Mur-
der in First Degree,

THE JURY WAS OUT FOUR HOURS

| Prisoner's Marvelous Nerve Did Not |

Forsake Him When the Fatal
Words Were Spoken.

PruiLapecesrs, Nov. 2. — Henry H.
Holmes was convicted of murder in the
first degree at 8:15 tonight for killing
| Benjamin F. Pitezel. He coughed
glightly when he heard the words, This
was the only sign.

The jury retired to deliberate at 5 :40
this afternoon. According to one of
their nonmber, they reached their ver-
dict before the doors of their room closed
upon them. For hunger’s sake, they ate
their supper first. Then they took a
ballot, and, withoat hesitation, every
man of the 12 answered.

“Guilty of murder in the first de-
gree.”

But, however atrocious the erime,
however fiendish the criminal, it is hard
to send & man to the gallows in one min-
ute’s time; so, for decency’s sake, they
talked about the case for a seemly period
—about an hour and & hali, Then word
wae gent into court that they had agreed.
This was at 8:15. It took half an hounr
to get the court in readiness to receive
the verdict. Holmes spoke to his coun-
sel, Rotan and Shoemasaker, in the cell-
room because he was immediately taken
back to Moyamensing prison. To them
he gaid:

“] feel that this condemns me.
an unjust trial.”

trembled ; his lips betraved no quiver;
his marvelous nerve had not forsaken
him. There was only a tighter clasp of
his hands folded behind him. TIhen he
gat slowly down, and at the request of
counsel the jnry was polled. As each
name was called, Holines wrote it on
the margin of a newspaper in nis hand,
and the fingers holdiog the peneil never
shook. The verdict was lormaily re-
corded by the court; the motion for a
new trial was made, and, after Judge
Arnold had epoken a word of regret to
counsel for the defense because of last
Monday’s occurrence, when they with-
drew from the case, and appreciation for
their ardoones but froitless labors,
Holmes was taken to his cellroom : a few
minutes later the jury was thanked for
their attention and labore, and sent
home; the court adjourned, and the
most extraordinary caee in the annals of
American couris was ended.

THE FENALTY 1S DEATH.

Durrant Convicted of the Muarder of
Blanche Lamont.

Sax Francisco, Nov., 1.—Theodore
Duarrant, assistant superintendant of the
Emanuel Baptist church Sunday school,
was today convicled of the murder of
Blanche Lamont, for which he has been
on trial since July 22 last, The jury was
out 20 minutes, and arrived at the ver-
diet on the firet ballot. As there was no
recommendation of merey, the punish-
wrent was fixed at death,

It was exactly 21 minntes from the

time the jury left the courtroom to the

time the verdict wans announced, but
that time was all taken up in delibera-
tion. In fact, there was no deliberation
at all. The jury had evidently decided
upon a verdiet before they left the box.
it was 3:34 when they fi'ed out of the
courtroom into the grand jury room
which had been placed at their disposal.
It took the 12 men until 3:50 o’clock be-
fore they settled themeelves comfortably,
and at 3:35 a knock on the door an-

nounced to the anxious waiters that a |

verdict had been found. It took just
five minutes of actual time to elect a
foreman and take the one ballot neces-
BArY. .
The scene in the courtroom when the
verdict was announced will never be
forgotten by those who were present.
Judge Murphy finiehed his charge at
3:30, and the jury at once retired. Al-
though there was supposed to be little

prospect of a verdict being returned be- |

fore 7 or 8§ o'clock in the evening, the
throng of spectators, who had remained
in the overcrowded courtroom all the aft-
ernoon to hear the judge's charge, set-
tied themselves back in their seats to
await the return of the jury. Alrs. Dar-
rant and the prisoner talked and langhed
together as if an acquittal were s fore-
gone conclusion. They were joined by
half & dozen friends, and the conversa-
tion was becoming animated, when it
became whispered abont that the jory
had agreed apon a verdict.
